6 d. from 
them, but subsequently a letter was 
received from Mr. M'Clintoek, 
dated 30th January 1879, directing 
8/. 1 6s. 2 d. only to be levied. 

A decree for 81. 16 s. 7 d., but, as it 
appeared in evidence, the defendants 
applied a portion of the loan in paying 
debt due to Mr. Roughan, the local agent of the Board, instead of applying the 
money in pursuance of the terms of his bond for providing fishing gear, &c. 
Mr. Cullinan contended the defendants should pay the entire amount of the bond. 
The appeal was tried before Mr. Justice Barry, who stated he would reserve 
the question for die consideration of the judges, but the Board afterwards 
announced they would be satisfied with a decree for the amount actually due.

The process was issued on 20 th De- 
cember 1878 for 12 1., the full amount 
of the bond. Mr. M'Clintock, bv 
his letter of 3rd J anuary 1879, directed 
the claim to be reduced to Ol. Qs.7d. 
I mentioned this to the defendants 
and to Mr. Roughan, the agent to the 
Fishery Board, and told them I would 
receive the reduced amount and costs, 
which they promised to pay. On the 
next day, when the case was called on, 
I applied to Mr. Roughan, who was 
then in court for payment. He stated 
that defendants had left town, and that 
he would not pay. Decree was con- 
sequently obtained for the full amount 
certified to be due.
